HE agreement ‘reached in’ London, by thich war) wheat, prices 
A. will be raised by almost 20 per centi/and supplies will be limit- 
ed, will meet with. general, approval, and the-fact that 29 nations 
reached unanimity on such a difficult problem in the short space of 
one week will do much to restore the confidence that was. so rudely 
shaken by the collapse of the World Economic Conference. While 
some aspects of the agreement are viewed as undesirable by many, 
any immediate controversy is unlikely, and the accord at London 
will be hailed with universal satisfaction, Many points require am- 
plifying, but from the cabled reports it is apparent that.the agree- 
ment is most comprehensive and every provision is made-for world- 
wide ‘control of the handling of wheat, including the main features 
of production, export‘and price. The beneficial effects of the agree- 
ment are already scen in the advances on the Liverpool futures 
markets on Friday, immediately news of the success of the Confer- 
ence became known, Yesterday's Wall Street advices are to'the 
effect that a “bullish” construction is inferred from the Conference 
so that considerable advances on. the grain exchanges may be ex- 


pected within the next few days. - : 


That the price of wheat should be higher admits of no dispute, 
pyrticularly as all the world’s economists, politicians and financier 
are now agreed that all price levels must be restored. The achieve- 
ment'in ensuring that the value of one of the principal commodities 
is to be appreciated ia a notable one, and will be especially gratify- 
ing to the American administration which is meeting with some 
difficulty in proceeding with President Roosevelt's Recovery: pro- 
gramme, the main object of which is to secure an alt-round rise in 
price-levels, The exporting countries desired a greater increase in 
the price of wheat, but as several compromises hud alrendy been 
effected on other points they agreed to the new figure of 63.08 gold 
cents ao bushel, as ‘compared with the present quotation of between 
58 and 64 cents. This price will be maintained for 2 period of four 
months before it will be necessary for importing countries to adjust 
their tariffs. It will be-earnestly hoped that the start thus made-on 
the lowering of tariffs will be continued in other spheres. A gencral 
reduction in tariffs would greatly facilitate the inter-change of 
goods and the resultant.stimulus to trade would accomplish much 
to restore international trade and commerce. The United States 
Government have already announced that a reduction of 15 per cent, 
in'wheat acreage has been tentatively decided,"hut American policy 
in this direction’ had’ slready beén decided, and, in fact, has al- 
ready been applied to other commodities, principally cotton. It ts 
in this connection that the ugreenient will receive mort criticism, as 
there are many who are strongly opposed to the principle of curtail- 
ing production. However no alternative solution has been found, 
and it is significant that Australis, the chief opponent to the scheme 
for reduced production, was silent.on ‘this occasion, It is assumed 
that Australia has accepted an unpleasant necessity aus a temporary 
expedient, - . , cia

THE HONG KONG SUNDAY 


The salvage of the millions of gold of the “Lutine” in the North Sea haa been 
started. The “Lutine,” ‘an English ship waa wrecked more thin 100 yearn ago near 
the Inle of Terachelling, with about £2,500,000 on board. She Hea about 14 feet under 
water, and covered with about 40 feet of sand.

‘The various stages. of manufac- 
ture of the silk itsclt are also de- 
picted and the process which {y hus 
to ‘undergo before - actual weaving 
can take place. ‘. es 

The cocoons woven by the various 
spocies of worms are shown aid 
specimens of the raw silk, which ia 
at first roughly - plucked and Inter 
woven Into thrends bafore the actual 
akeins are prepared. 

Origin of the Silk Industry. 

The silk industry in China was 
started. over 5,000 years .ago, when 
the Empress Lui Cho discovered 
that silk cloth could be woven from 
tha products of the worms that fed 
‘on mulberry trees, From that date} - 
hoth mulberry trees and silkworma 
have been Inrgely cultivated . in 
China, and Chinose silk is perhaps 
among the finest that.can be found 
in any part of the world, *
